in an address on the 24th an- 
niversary of the bolshevik 
revolution. 

All Russia was “a single fight- 
ing camp” with inexhaustible 
supplies of manpower, Stalin 
said, adding that Germany, count- 
ing on the Red army cracking 
after the first blow, “badly mis- 
calculated.” 

The speech was delivered before 
a military review in Red Square. 
Stalin, in his second speech in 
two days, contrasted Russia today | 
with that of the October revolu- 
tion, when Russia had been strip- 
pea of “the Ukraine, the Caucasus. 
Central Asia, the Urals, Siberia 
and the Far East” and had neither 
allies, army nor arms and lacked 
bread and clothing. 


NO SERIOUS SHORTAGE 

Today, he said, Russia has “no 
serious shortage either in . food, 
arms or clothing,” while her “re- 
serves of manpower are inexhaust- 
ible.* And she has an army, navy, 
allies and “the sympathy and sup- 
port of all peoples of Europe who 
have fallen under the yoke of 
Fascist tyranny.” 
In the face of this, he declared, 
the Nazis face Sure disaster.

WASHINGTON, Novy. 17.—(CP) 
—A $1,000,000,000 credit to Russia 
has been authorized by President 
Roosevelt under the lend-lease 
act, the state department an- 
nounced Jast night. 

The department added that Pre- 
mier Joseph Stalin had accepted 
“with sincere gratitude.” 

The credit was disclosed in an 
exchange of communications be- 
tween the President and Stalin, 

The President's offer to Stalin 
specified that the billion dollar 
indeb‘edness thus incurred by the 
Soviet Union be subject to no 
interest. and that repayment should 
not begin until five years after the 
end of the war. 

In his letter to Stalin President 
Roosevelt expressed the hope that 
arrangements would be made by 
Russia to sell to the United States 
such available rew materials and 
commodities as the United States 
might urgently need and that the 
proceeds of such sales should be 
credited to the Soviet government's 
account, 

In his reply Stalin said, “Your 
decision, Mr. President, to grant 
to the Soviet Union a loan in the 
amount of $1,000,000,000 subject to 
no interest charges and for the 
purpose of paying for armamen's 
and raw ma‘erials for the Soviet 
Union is accepted with sincere 
gratitude by the Soviet government 
as uDusually substantial aid in i's 
difficult and great struggle against 
our common enemy, blood-thirsty 
Hitlerism.”

In other words, as the system is ex- 
tended, the unit cost becomes 
higher, It costs more tc instal! each | 
telephone as we expand. And, when 
we have to change from a four-wire 
cable system to a five-wire sys-| 
tem, or a five-wire to a six-wire 
system, it is tremendously costly. | 


So we have to build up a surplus 
to keep up with our rapidly ex- 
panding system. 

On the power and light system, 
We make money, not so much on 
the distribution system as on the 
power plant. But, when you check | 
over all the charges against the 
power revenue and if you made al- 
lowance for all the items that 
should be charged against it, you 
would see that there was very | 
little over. 

The profits on our system are 
not utility profits—they are mon- 
opoly profits. If we pair a monopoly 
tax, as the gas company has to, | 
there would be little left. 

But those profits which our 
power and light show should be 
kept for the taxpayer. For whose 
property was pledged to build 
these utilities in the first place? 
Not the consumers’. It was the 
taxpayers’ property that was 
mortgaged to get the funds which 
built these utilities for you. So 
they should have a return to re- 
duce their taxes. 

(Replying to the question on ac- 
ceptance by the city of provincial 
treasury vouchers): When the pro- | 
vincial government is prepared to | 
deal with us on the same basis we 
are prepared to deal with them, I | 
will be prepared to consider accept- 
ing their treasury vouchers.

The assessment total] has gone 
up $1,400,000 for the year, Relief 
costs have dropped to $4,820 for 
September. The tax-rate is down 
to 51.5 mills, from 55 mills in 
1936 

All this is evidence that Edmon- 
ton has turned the corner and is 
making definite progress, both as 
a business community and as a 
civic corporation.

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Poppy Day 


On the streets tomorrow, and in 
centres throughout Canada, vendors 
will be offering for sale those cloth or 
other imitations of Flanders’ poppies 
which are sold on the eve of each re- 
curring Armistice Day. The sales 
should be large, for two reasons. These 
artificial flowers are tokens of remem- 
brance of the men who fell in the strug- 
gle which ended twenty-three years 
ago. Everyone surely would want to 
wear one of these badges of unforget- 
fulness, if there were nothing else in- 
volved than showing regard for the 
memory of our honored dead of 
other terrible war. 

But there is something else involv- 
ed. These poppies are made by vet- 
erans who served in that war, and re- 
turned so disabled that they cannot 
follow ordinary occupations. In manu- 
facturing the emblems these men find 
employment for hands which must else 
be idle, diversion for their minds, and 
a way to earn a little welcome money. 
To them the work is highly important, 
and they have built up a permanent in- 
dustry whose success depends directly 
upon the nickels, dimes and quarters

The Crimea 


Blocked in the advance on Rostov, 
the Nazis in their drive toward the 
Caucasus have swung south into the 
Crimea. They have made better head- 
way in that direction, and seem fairly 
likely to over-run the whole peninsula. 
This of itself would do them little good, 
for the territory is neither extensive 
nor resourceful enough to be a major 
prize. But the eastern end of the 
peninsula is only a few miles from the 
mainland, and if this waterway could 
be crossed Rostov would be outflanked 
and the Caucasus region opened to the 
invaders by an alternative route— 
alternative, but less desirable because 
broken by the water-gap. 

The Russians do not appear to have 
defended the Crimea as resolutely as 
the road to Rostov, though with the 
fortress of Sevastopol in the rear and 
the Black Sea fleet to help, they might 
have made a prolonged fight and 
caused enemy-losses perhaps exceeding 
the 300,000 men who fell in the attempt 
to capture the pipe-line city. The infer- 
ence is that the Russian high command 
would rather have the enemy drive to- 
ward the Caucasus oil field by way of 
the Crimea than by way of Rostov. 

So long as the Russians hold this 
city their forces in the Caucasus are ir 
touch with the armies farther north 
And if the Red air force is concentrated 
in that sector the Nazis may have to 
pay a terrible price to get across the 
strait between the Crimea and the 
mainland. Based on the oil field, Rus- 
sian planes and R.A.F. planes in suffi- 
cient numbers could make the Crimea 
a slaughter house from which few of 
the enemy would ever escape. 


Twelve Divisions 


There aré now 110,000 Canadian 
troops serving outside Canada, not*all 
of them in Great Britain. Enlistments 
in the air force number 90,000, and in 
the navy upwards of 30,000. A total of 
230,000 men enlisted to serve any- 
where; in addition to units of the Ac- 
tive army still training in Canada and 
also available for use in any theatre 
where they may be required. 

These figures, given in parliament 
by the Minister of Defence, deserve at- 
tention. They do not affect the fact 
that enlistments in the Active army are 
not keeping up to plans month by 
month. But they suggest one reasor 
for this lag. And they must be taker 
into account in appraising the man 
power Canada is contributing the 
forces arrayed against the Axis 

In the first Great War Canada had 
no navy and no air force. There was 
only one fighting force in which men 
could enlist—the army. 

Now these three services ar: 
peting for recruits. The air force and 
the navy, in part perhaps because they 
are new, appeal strongly to men under

U-Boats Off Newfoundland | 


If any persons in Canada were sur- 
prised or alarmed to learn that 
submarines have been operating in the 
waters around Newfoundland, that 
because the range and the number of 
these “rattlesnakes” have not been cor- 
rectly understood. 

Given facilities—afloat or ashore— 
for refuelling, there is nothing to pre- 
vent modern submarines travelling any 
distance from their home ports and re- 
maining away indefinitely. And cer- 
tainly the world has been given proof 
that the Axis powers have enough of 
these vessels to make every sea danger- 
ous to Allied and neutral shipping, pro- 
vided supply bases can be secured.

Tanks, Ammunition Carriers and 
Other Mechanized Equipment 
Are Left By Germans

The scene about me is the desert, dotted 
with innumerable small thorn bushes and 
stretching for seemingly endless leagues 
without a feature save northwards, where 
with cliff and ravine the ground drops 
down to the. Bug Bug-Sollum coastal 
plain. It is the scene of the German ad- 
ventures last Sunday, when, with some 
500 vehicles, including upwards of 100 
tanks, they made their excursion in the 
direction of Sasafi. 

It was an expensixe outing for them, 
as I have observed during the last few 
days, which I have spent travelling with 
the divisional general and examining the 
wrecks of enemy transports and follow- 
ing up the deep traces of tanks across the 
plateau. 

Sunday had brought news across the 
desert of an apparently considerable of- 
fensive movement, but by the time I had 
made the laborious cross-country journey 
to the scene the position was again just as 
it was when I was last in this part of the 
world some weeks It was, in fact, 
only a one-da? operation, and it had left 
nothing but those wrecks to show what 
had happened. 

Advancing Enemy 

Hereabouts are many men who enjoyed 
a wonderful view of the advancing enemy. 
One gunner told me how, first in the 
eastern movement, were a herd of gazel- 
les, which were scared by vehicles bring- 
ing troops of our foremost screen, and 
came bounding past him. Within his field 
of observation he counted 25 of them. 
Life is . precarious for these graceful 
creatiiles, especially since their wilder- 
ness has been invaded by so many for- 
midably armed sportsmen, but they are 
not uncommon.

Wrecked Vehicles 

Near are the wrecks of about a dozen 
vehicles of one sort and another, together 
with scattered ammunition and the signs 
of the destruction of two petrol dumps. 
Many more vehicles were undoubtedly 
damaged, but it must be admitted that 
the Germans are wonderfully skilful at 
recovery work. - 

Elsewhere I saw wreck of a big Ger- 
man ammunition carrier directly hit by 
our anti-tank gunners. It was perhaps a 
15-tonner, part wheeled and part tracked, 
and it had carried eight men, who are now 
buried. alongside the wreckage. Others, 
So anti-tank gunners told me, had made 
off on a similar carrier. 

From the wreck I recovered lemons, 
two gallons of water, and a number of 
excellent water and petrol containers, 
which later on made an acceptable pres- 
ent to the field battery. 

The containers, which hold about five 


gallons, are beautifully made and highly

The 
American answer to this contention is that 
the lend-lease act was passed only after 
if had become clear that the vital inter- 
ests of the United States had become im- 
perilled as a result of the military victories 
won by Hitler; as a result of his violation 
of the neutral rights of Denmark, Norway, 
the Netherlands and Belgium. 

For it must never be forgotten that 
France was conquered and Britain placed 
in mortal danger only because Hitler 
broke the law and his own pledges as 
well. Had Hitler observed the law of na- 
tions and kept his own solemn pledges, he 
could not have turned the Maginot line, 
threaten the destruction of British sea 
he would not have been ‘in a position to 
power. The whole military history of the 
year 1940 would have been different. For 
the situation which compelled America 
to’ go to the support of Britain arose out 
for the absolutely lawless violation of four 
smal] neutral nations, 


First Shot 


Thus, whether the case be argued on 
the narrow ground of who fired the first 
hostile shot, or on the broader ground of 
why the United States and Germany have 
come to a collision, the conclusion is the 
same: the vital interests of America have 
been threatened by the lawless acts of Hit- 
ler’s government. His lawlessness in Eur- 
ope gave him the military victories which 


his lawlessness at sea, his refusal to ob- 
serve the laws he had himself agreed to 
gave him a deadly but absolutely iliegal 
power at sea which has led to the hostili- 
ties in the Atlantic.

Observe Law 


The United States has often proclaimed 
its conviction that the peace of the world 
depends upon the observance of law. The 
events of the past two years have demon- 
strated conclusively how impossible it is 
for the Untted States to defend its vital in- 
terest and yet remain at peace if the fun- 
damental law of nations is challenged and 
destroyed. We should not be on the verge 
of war with Hitler if Hitler had observed 
the law on which the security of our vital 
interests depends. h 

It follows that we shall never again be 
at peace until the law among nations has 
been re-established, and that no peace 
will endure unless there arises the will 
and the organized power to uphold, as 
against all who would challange it, the 
authority of the law.

Apparently the Germans are keenly 
aware of this feeling because, a few days 
ago, a German-language newspaper in 
Paris came out with an impassioned 
article attempting to prove that Lafayette 
only aided the Americans because he 
hated the British and that General Per- 
shing was only the “guardian of the 
Morgan dollars.” 

The United States was prepared, last 
winter, to extend aid to Viechy-France in 
much greater quantities than actually ar- 
rived, but the plan was abandoned in 
face of bitter attacks against the United 
States and against Admiral Leahy per- 
sonally. 

The realization that the United States 
was unwilling to accept these insults ap- 
parently has been ohne reason for the more 
restrained attitude of the controlled 
French press ever since. 

There is meanness even in that change.

Be Considered 


Adoption by the Dominion gov- 
ernment, of an “all-out policy of 
stand or fall with the Empire and 
that to this end the full enlisted 
manpower of the Dominior. pre- 
sently being retained for home 
defence” be placed in the service 
of the common cause in such thea- 
tre of war as the exigencies of the 
struggle may indicate, is urged 
in a resolution to be submitted by 
the Vegreville chamber of com- 
merce to the Alberta board of 
trade and agriculture meeting at 
Red Deer on Nov. 17. 


J. Fitzallen, secretary of the Al- 
berta board, has forwarded copies 
of the resolution to member units. 

The resolution further urges that 
as an immediate measure of replace- 
ment, a home defencé army com- 
posed of veterans and other able- 
bodied men who are debarred from 
overseas service by age or slight 
disabilities, be recruited. 


ENLISTMENT IN CANADA 


Further provision includes advo- 
cacy of entering negotiations with 
the British government “for the en- 
listment in Canada on a voluntary 
basis of Canadian residents now 
not essentially employed, to supple- 
ment and possibly replace English 
mothers now serving exhausting 
hours in British war factories.” 

Tt is also urged that as soon as 
may be, a policy “of selective com- 
pulsory service be instituted in the 
Dominion to thus provide that the 
services of every able-bodied per- 
son be utilized either in the armed 
forces or essential services, where 
and in such capacity as the com- 
mon cause may require.”

There is no more satis- 
fying dessert for 150 calories than 
crackers and cheese with a hot 
beverage, 

Foods that require a lot of chew- 
ing help to give you the impression 
that you are having plenty to eat. 
Celery, apples, carrot sticks, melba 
toast and crunchy crackers all con- 
tribute to a sense of fulness simply 
because you have to chew them for 
quite a While. 

Another good trick is to have a 
hot soup or bouillon at the begin- 
ning of the meal, or a hot bever- 
age at the finish, But both liquids 
with the meal and salt should be 
restricted. The salt makes you 
thirsty and the liquids taken with 
food stretch your capacity. A 
capacious stomach and a ravenous 
appetite are the price you pay for 
eating and drinking too much at a 
time, The only way you can lessen 
your appetite is to reduce the size 
of your stomach.

“V.V." system dows not use an 
honor count table. It deals entire'y 
with the eight high cards, the four 
aces and four kings, 

In the prereding articles I have 
shown you how they determine 
} the mumber of high cards held in 
the combined hands. I might add 
one thought in regard to a second 
hand bid, Charles E. Van Vleck 
explained that you have a right 
to shade your second hand bid, as 
he likes to add the value of the 
original ‘bidder's pass to his hand. 

When the opponents open ine
